25 cents per bushel on wheat were abol- |

“The complete abolition of this duty 
would no doubt be bitterly opposed by 
the agricultural interests in the West, 


but the American farmer could hardly |* 


defend a larger duty than 10 cents per 
bushel. 

“The growing of wheat for sale at $1 
per bushel in such markets as Minneapo- 
lis, St. Louis and Chicago is a profit- 
able business. In order to safeguard 
the interests of the producer and the mii- 
lions of consumers it is proposed to fix 
the duty on wheat upon a sliding scale. 

“When wheat is selling at 90 cents or | 
less per bushel in these markets the | 
duty will be 10 cents per bushel. As 
wheat auvances above 90 cents in these! 
markets, the duty will be automatically | 
diminished to correspond. 

“If the price is 93 cents per bushel the 
duty will be 7 cents; if it is 96 cents, the 
duty will be 4 cents; if 98 cents, the | 
duty will be 2 cents, and when it is $1 | 
there will be no duty.

“Phe fact that attracted the attention 
of our travel club was that the articles 
contributed by us had all been sold at 
fancy prices. In talking the matter over 
in our club some one remarked that 
since we could make so much money 
for the church it was a pity we couldn't 
make some for ourselves. You see where 
that would naturally lead?. There 
wasn’t much reading at the meeting. 
We were too busy mapping out our 
work. for that summer.

No 
other interpretation can be given of the 
records. of bank clearings, which show 
a gain of 12.0 per cent over both 1908 
and 1906, outside of New York, and the 
reports of railroad earnings for the first 
week of April, which made a gain of 
12.6 per-cent over past year.

Tur FAcTs of the latest coup d’etat in Con- 
| stantinople are slowly leaking out, and it is 
The becoming possible to untangle the political 
| skein. No doubt the story has lost nothing 
Turkish in telling, and when all 1s known it will 
ah probably prove that the new revolution has 
Crisis been carried through with a minimum of 
bloodshed. That it was engineered from 
the Yildiz Kiosk no longer admits -of any 
~ reasonable doubt. That it was a revolution 
from within a revolution rather than a purely reactionary counter 
revolution is also fairly manifest. But it was at the same time a 
revolution brought about by means of the reactionary agencies. 
What is tolerably clear is that the Sultan, by far the most astute 
of all the diplomatists in Europe, has once more gained the control 
of the situation. He has, however, apparently taken to heart the 
lesson of the last few months. He has used the army which placed 
the Young Turks in power to remove them from power, but he 
has not forgotten that the army is no more reconciled to the old 
Arab ascendency than it was six months ago. If he is using the 
forces of reaction to effect his purpose, he is disciplining them 
through the counsels of the liberal reform party. The hands may 
be the hands of the soldiers and the softas, but the voice is the voice 
of the Liberal Union. 

Meantime the Young Turks are scattered to the winds. It must 
be admitted they brought about their own undoing. The moment 
that, after the revolution had been successfully carried out, they 
embarked on the unconstitutional course of endeavoring to govern 
from behind the constitution, they took up a false position. Acquaint- 
ed as they were with the methods of palace conspiracies in the land 
of palace conspiracies, they were justified no doubt in their sus- 
picions of a conspiracy to overturn the constitution. They fell 
consequently into the trap which awaits all reformers, that of 
imagining that the reforms they have won can only be unconstitu- 
tionally maintained. It is a mistake generated by fear, and it 
inevitably hurries those who are caught by it into the commission of 
indefensible acts, which have to be in turn supported by others even 
more indefensible. It is, in short, the counterpart of the old proverb 
that one lie leads to many. The result is a house built on the sands 
which is washed away by the first serious gale. The immediate 
question is, Can the Young Turks maintain their hold on the army 
corps quartered outside the capital? If they can, it may yet prove that 
the conclusion that the party has been finally shipwrecked is prema- 
ture. The fact that Enver Bey, one of the very ablest members of 
the Committee of Union and Progress, thinks that they can is a 
consideration seriously to be reckoned with.

THE MosT striking event of the week in the 
commercial world was the remarkable 
advance in the price of wheat. Whether | The 
the cause of the upward movement was | 
manipulation in the wheat pit or shortage in 
the visible supply, or both, one result of thé 
recent big advance will be the planting of 
an enormous acreage this spring. Reports 
from the West are that farmers are getting 
ready to plant more extensively than ever 
before. Thousands of acres that never have been plowed will be 
planted in wheat and corn because of the expected profitable return 
from the harvest. The value of last year’s crops was estimated at 
$8,000,000,000. 

Conditions in general business are daily improving. Confidence 
is being restored at a satisfactory rate. As an indication of this 
it is noted that in March tHe value of cut and uncut precious stones 
entered at the port of New York was $3,353,408, an amount more 
than nine times as great as for the corresponding month last year, 
when the imports through the New York port were only $389,515. 
People buy diamonds and other precious stones when they are 
prosperous, and naturally these gems are about the first luxury they 
dispense with when suffering from financial stress; so that the 
improvement in the diamond business in this country is a straw 
which shows that the commercial wind is blowing in the right 
direction. ee 

New York advices are to the effect that the largest manu fac- 
turers of woolen goods are doing a business fully 100 per cent 
greater than a year ago, one of the leading houses having transacted 
$30,000,000 worth of business in the first three months of the year. 
This was more than was done during the entire period of 1908. 
The textile industry in New England is reported to be excellent. 
Gradual improvement is noted in other directions, including the iron 
and steel industry, which has had the longest road to travel back 
to normal.

THE WILSON tariff act of 1894 provided for 
Senator a tax of 2 per cent on all incomes in excess 
of $4000. Doubts were at once thrown upon 
Bailey , its validity.

| supreme court, that body decided, five to 
Amendment | four, that the tax was direct, not apportioned 
|| to representation and therefore unconstitu- 
tional and void. This was the last attempt 
made in the United States to levy a tax upon incomes. There has 
been ever since a very wide difference of opinion, among laymen 
as well as among lawyers, with regard to the soundness of the 
supreme court’s decision, and those who have held out for the con- 
stitutionality of the act have felt themselves strengthened in their 
position by the fact that the highest tribunal in the land was so 
evenly divided. 

At all events, Senator Bailey’s proposed amendment to the 
Payne tariff bill, providing for a tax of 3 per cent on incomes above 
$5000 annually, is in the nature of a challenge tothe supreme court. 
It is a measure, of course, intended to take the place of the proposed 
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inheritance tax, against the imposition of which, by the federal ° 


government, many states in the South as well as in the North, which 
now derive large revenue from this source, are naturally arrayed. 

Senator Bailey claims his measure would provide a revenue of 
between $60,000,000 to $80,000,000 annually, and financial statis- 
ticians are inclined to agree with him in this respect. The bill 
exempts. all incomes from federal, state, county and municipal 
securities, salaries of all state officers and incomes of corporations 
below $50,000. The difference between this proposal and the income 
tax provision of the Wilson act is that the former raises the exemp- 
tion from incomes of $4000 to incomes of $5000, and the rate of tax 
from 2 to 3 per cent. With reference to the apparent judicial 
stumbling block, Senator Bailey said, in his speech presenting the 
bill, that he believed a majority of the supreme court erred in its 
decision. “And,” he added, “remembering that that decision was by 
a divided court and that it overruled the decision of 100 years, I do 
not think it improper for the American Congress to consider the 
question of its consideration by the supreme court.” 

Certainly there can be no impropriety in such action. Never- 
theless, it is not likely to be taken. There could be only two excuses 
for the imposition of an income tax at this tirge. One would be 
the need of wiping out the treasury deficit. he other would be 
the removal of the necessity for the imposition of an inheritance tax 
by the federal government. With the increasing revenues due to the

can Republics “without depending much upon the adventitious advan- 
tages flowing from the intimacy of commercial relations.’’ Commer- 
cial relations will be the outward result and the clearer the perception 
of American unity the quicker they must grow.

Viewed in the most material light, advocacy of Senator Brackett’s 
bill for a state reservation on the ground that its passage will enable 
the state to become possessed of valuable mineral springs is proving 
to be weak and perilous. For example, the Saratoga Sun is quoted 
as having asked: ‘“‘What right has Saratoga to consider selling the 
springs to the state until it can show that it has springs to sell?” 
In other words, the pressing forward of the plea that the state 
would be justified in purchasing the springs has led to an inquiry 
into their present condition, with a result which is anything but satis- 
factory. 

The failing condition of the springs is attributed to the pumping 
of the natural gas companies, a condition which, it is said, will be 
corrected when the decision of the court of appeals upholding the 
legislative act prohibiting this pumping shall be enforced. But it is 
by no means certain that even if the pumping of gas should stop 
tomorrow the springs would ever regain their ancient flow. 

As a matter of fact, it would be much better for all concerned 
if consideration of the springs were entirely eliminated. The state 
can well afford to create a reservation which will include the springs 
but to which they will be merely incidental. With such a reserva- 
tion, and the assurance it would give of absolute freedom from some 
of the things which have caused atvery large and respectable class of 
people to avoid it in the past, the village of Saratoga Springs would 
soon win back its popularity and its prosperity, because, regardless 
of the springs and regardless of sports, it is a delightful place to 
spend the summer months.

paving. The arguments raised in Philadel- 
phia in favor of the wooden block pavement 
are not new. It has been necessary to make 
them in other cities which have been willing to listen to any argu- 
ment upon the subject at all. Many cities during late years have 
been convinced that their prejudice against the wooden block was 
without good reason. Many have adopted it, and it is only fair to 
say that wherever the wooden block has been properly laid it has 
given great satisfaction. 

It is durable, it is nearly noiseless, it is clean. It is the easiest 
pavement for horses. It is a splendid pavement for driving. It 
resists the suction of the automobile tire. But, it must be confessed 
that there often exists, not only in Philadelphia, where it has not as 
yet been tested, but in cities where it is in partial use, prejudice 
against it. 

Few things in this country ever fell into such undeservedly ill- 
repute for a season as the wooden block pavement. Under the name 
of “Nicholson” it early gave promise of solving a troublesome 
problem. But expectation based upon its early promise was short 
lived. 

Responsibility for the failure at first to prove economical and 
satisfactory rested wholly upon the system employed in laying tt. 
Usually the street intended to be paved was first coated with a layer 
of sand. Sometimes this was pressed down. Generally 1t was not. 
On the sand was laid a sheeting of inch boards, and on this were laid 
the wooden blocks, nearly always of cedar. The blocks held their 
position so long as the foundation upon which they stood remained 
firm. When moisture got underneath the sheeting (for it would 
percolate between the blocks though they were tarred) the ground 
became soggy and the boards were soon resting only on mud. Then 
the blocks, after becoming uneven, became loose, the uneven places 
became numerous and grew into holes, and the thoroughfare fell by 
easy stages into a state of impassability. 

But in present times the wooden blocks.are laid upon a concrete 
foundation—a foundation which, if top-dressed, would make a good 
street pavement itself—and they remain in position until worn down. 
Even then, they can be easily removed and replaced. 

Philadelphia will make no mistake in adopting the wooden- 
block pavement. At least, Boston did not, unless in not adopting it 
earlier. 


THe FRENCH people have always had a way of doing the grace- 
ful thing at the right time. The latest evidence of France's timely 
thoughtfulness comes in the form of a gold medal presented by the 
French government to the American people and the city of San 
Francisco commemorating the restoration of the California city. The 
medal is offered “as a token of sympathy and admiration by the 
French republic.” Could anything be more kindly or felicitous ? 


 eecary ane THE PASSAGE of the housing and town- 
planning bill through the House of Commons 
without a division marks one more Vast 
departure from the laissez-faire policy which 
for so many generations has attended the 
development of the English town. Proba- 
bly nowhere in the world is 1t possible to see 
anything more beautiful than the English 
village. Places like Shere, with its quaint, 
indefinable angles, and its huge elm trees 
spreading themselves over the village square; Trent, with its gray 
stone cottages with their Norman carvings, almost smothered amid 
the great hedges; and Chenies, with its beam and plaster cottages 
straggling along the road toward the Tudor manor house, are the 
very antithesis of the appalling acres of squalid dwellings through 
which the stranger enters the great cities. There is no reason what- 
ever for the last condition of things except the greed of the suburban 
builder. Mr. Ruskin once asked how it was possible for the English 
workman who went every day to his bench through miles of the most 
depressing surroundings imaginable to ever become an artist like the 
great medieval Italian craftsman who went to and fro through the 
streets of Florence or along the banks of the Adige. The bill which 
has just passed is not going to make Shetheld or Birmingham into a 
Florence or a Verona, but it is going to prevent any one who likes 
acquiring a building lot and erecting any atrocity he likes on it. For 
the future towns will have to be planned with some regard to their 
unity, instead of an almost total regard to their cost. Nor will this 
inflict the slightest hardship upon any one, for it will be found that the 
simplest kind of building 1s often the most beautiful and most effec- 
tive, only it must be designed with some regard to its relationship to 
its surroundings.

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THE MEASURE known as the Francis bill, which has just passed 
in the New York Assembly, is intended to amend the forest, fish and 
game law of that state so as to throw greater protection over its 
bird life. It does not apply to game birds, tor which an open season 
is provided. Its clause; “No part of the plumage, skin or body of 
any bird protected by this section [a section which includes for 
protection all wild birds, other than game birds, the English sparrow, 
the crow, the sharp-shinned hawk, the Cooper hawk, the great horned 
owl and the kingfisher] shall be sold or had in possession for sale, 
irrespective of whether said bird was captured or killed within or 
without the state,” it is expected, will reach the most persistent class 
of offenders. As the law stands at present, dealers can plead that 
plumage offered for sale comes from without the state. A similar 
prohibition has already been applied to game birds in the closed 
season and the court of appeals of New York and the supreme court 
of the United States have pronounced the act constitutional. It is 
held that if the bill shall become a law the traffic in “‘aigrettes’’—the 
feathers of the heron, commonly known as “the white badge of 
cruelty’ '—and also in the plumage of many birds which are very use- 
ful to man, can be stopped. The principal opposition to the measure 
comes from dealers in plumage. These insist that the enactment of 
the law would cause them a loss in trade of upward of $100,000 
annually, and drive an equal amount of business to other states. New 
York should have this law, nevertheless, and then other states should 
follow its good example. It cannot fail to be effectual with a certain 
class which, for the present at least, seems to be beyond the reach 
of moral suasion in this particular. Drastic provisions of a like 
character have preserved game from annihilation and this measure 
should, if enacted, exercise a potent and a beneficent influence in 
destroying one of the principal incentives to bird slaughter. 
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
